The future: of aviation is, indeed, 
a fascinating subject that few are 
qualified to forecast with any real 
knowledge as a basis for their pro- 
phecies.”

So 
it is with what the future holds for 
the airplane. 

Far be it from us. to suggest that 
these’ Utopian dreams may not mia- 
terialize. Faith and not skepticism 
rules the scientific: world, and the 
present epoch shows clearly enough 
the futility of holding that there is 
any limit to man's ingenuity in con-

admit that we are not yet entirely 
convineed that the next fifty years 


' will find airplanes quite as safe and - 
; so general or of 


such tremendous 
size and speed as Mr. Gould would 
have us believe. , 

It may be that his enthusiasms are 
a little too strong for those of. us 
who perforce still have our feet on 
the ground. For insance, in his pane- 
gyric on the joy of skylarking, when 
“the clean wind plucks at the heart- 
strings and gets them throbbing to 
some strangely satisfying celestial 
music of the spheres,” he forgets one 
thing. Some people get air sick.—St.

WHY BE VACCINATED? | 
No one denies that smallpox is a) 
disease to which the adjectives i. 


those who survive the attacks. Be- 


| fore vaccination was introduced, 
smallpox was a disease of childhood; 
it was then as common as measles fs 


today. There were very few persons 
at that time who were not pock mark- 
ed, and about one death in ten was 
due to smallpox. 

Since the year 1798, when vaccina- 
tion was given to the world by Jerner;: 
a great change has been gradually | 
effected, In those centres where. vac- 
cination’ has been consistently carried 
out, smallpox has practically disa>- 
peared; in other places where it has. , 
' not been thorough! iy used, outbreaks 
occur from time to tinge. These out- | 
, kreaks, as: in. the, case of the other. 
| communicable diseases, vary greatly 
in severity. Sometimes the cases are 
mild’ and few deaths take place; at 
other times, the cases are severe and 
a number of deaths occur, 

Recent successful vaccinataio1a is 
the only. known. method) by which 
' smallpox can be prevented. Not to be 
vaccinated is to gamble with a disease 
to which anyone is apigto be exposed. 
There are those who say that they 
| will defer having it done unt'] there | 

is an epidemic, but such persons have’ 
| no assurance that they wiil not be | 
| among the first victims of the epi- | 
demic, and that they will not, there- | 
fore, have any time in which to sécure | 
the protection which vaccination of- 
férs. These same persons are also! 
rather selfish, because they are rely- |, 
ing upon their neighbors, being vac- 
cinated, and thus indirect’y pro- 
tecting them from the chance of ex- 
posure to the disease. 

We repeat that recent successful 
vaccination is the only known method | 
for the prevention of smallpox. Small- | 
pox can be conquered through vac-_ 


cination. . a |
